A CHANCE TO DEFLATE. bel 
reascn why the Dominion revenue ails 
pow fo meet the expenditure 18 suggested 
by figures recently put before a sig grag 
Parliament which show the growth of the re 
service since the beginning of the war In 1 ‘ 
there were 29,135 persons on the Federal pay roll, 
excluding rural postmasters and _outside em- 
ployees who are remunerated mainly or alto- 
gether by fees, while in 1921 there were 41,64). 
The total of salaries paid in the same eight years 
increased from $24,341,188 to $58,266,627. To 
complete the comparison it would be interesting 
to know how much more business was handled 
by the 41 per cent. larger staff, drawing 141 per 
cent. larger salary. That extra 34 millions, by 
the way, would pay almost half the year’s loss on 
the Government railway system. 


TOO MUCH BOOSTING. 


The United States has been having one of the 
most ‘remarkable building booms in its history, 
but there is reported to be a general slackening 
of the operations just at the time of year when 
the activity should be most notable. Why the 
pace is slowing up is thus explained by the New 
York Times: ‘‘America is in the midst of a 
‘unique strike. It is not a stoppage of men. 
‘Nor is it a lock-out of workers in an industry. 
‘Tt is a strike of money: The money is in the 
‘hands of men who want to build homes, office 
buildings, mills, factories. The strike is directed 
against the high cost of labor and materials. ’’ 
The United States government is evidently mind- 
ed to join the strike, since Secretary of Com- 
merce Hoover has suggested a delay in public 
construction undertakings until prices come 
down. In one week, it is said, plans for $75,000,- 
000 worth of construction work were pigeonboled 
in New York. In that state the legislature tried | 
to help matters by passing a law giving tax ex-| 
emption to home builders, but it failed of effect) 
because the saving in taxes was more than made 
up by advance in building costs. The United 
States building trades and the producers of and 
dealers in materials seem to have re-enacted the 
performance of the man who killed the goose 
which laid the golden eggs. There is no surer 
way to kill prosperity than for everybody to try 
to grab more than his share. 


A BANDIT ON PAROLE. 


It turns out that Rogers, the North Bay des- 
perado, was out of parole when he started the 
murder campaign which ended only with his 
death. In 1916, when little more than a boy, he 
was sentenced to seven years in the penitentiary 
for shop-breaking. Four years later he made a 
murderous attack on an officer and escaped. He 
was recaptured and sentenced to fifteen years: 
That was in 1920. Two years later, last fall, the 
parole board turned him loose on society. Dur. 
ing the winter he lived at home, and in April 
went to Toronto, raided some gun stores, and 
stole revolvers and ammunition. Returning to 
North Bay he was arrested for carrying the 
weapons. While on trial on this charge he pro- 
duced a revolver, held up the court, and walked 
out. Then began the chase during which he shot} 
two policemen, and which ended only when he 
was dead. 

This record suggests very strongly that the 
parole system is one that can be administered) 
with too little discretion, and that when a mis- 
take is made the consequences may overbalance 
any good that may be done in other cases. No 
doubt many men are let out before their time 
who justify the leniency thus shown them. But 
one exception of this kind goes a long way to 
raise the question whether it is ever safe to trust! 
to the good behaviour of a man who has once | 
shown that he has a positive criminal bent. Law- 
breakers are not jailed for their own pleasure, | 
nor primarily in the hope of reforming them. 
They are locked up for the protection of other 
people. That is a fact which should not be lost 
sight of, but which is in danger of being forgot- 
ten when parole is being granted with a free 
hand. There has been a tendency in recent years 
to ‘‘coddle’ criminals, in this and other ways. A 
jail term has lost a good deal of its terror for evil- 
doers and does not now mean what it says even in 
the length of the term pronounced by the judge. 
It is time for a change, and this Rogers case is 
surely striking enough to emphasize the fact. It 
is better that every convicted criminal in the 
country should be kept behind the bags forever 
than that because misplaced merey is shown to 
them one officer of the law or one law-abiding! 
citizen should be done to death. The parole busi-| 
ness has been overdone. Hereafter when a man 
is gent to prison for a crime of violence he should | 
«tev there as long as the court has ordered 4 
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| ed a bad impression, was never satisfactorily explained 


INTERNATIONAL LAW-BREAKING. 

There is more than one way of asserting the 
right of a nation to enforce its own laws, and to 
require other nations to at least preserve a benev- 
olent neutrality toward its efforts. The United 
States has enacted national prohibitory legisla- 
tion, Whether that was wise or expedient, there | 
gannot be any question about the right of the 
people of the republic to create such a law and to! 
take what moasures they please to make it effec- 


tive. They have not been getting the noighborly | 
assistance in tho matter of enforcement to which 
they were fairly entitled. The Canadian authon-) 
ties havo done little or nothing to prevent boot-| 
loggers running cargoes of whisky across the 
boundary, while European governments have 
done rather less than nothing to prevent ship- 
loads of liquor being brought across the Atlantic, 
smuggled into the United States, and sold there 
in defiance of the law. 

A few weeks ago the government at Washing. | 
ton frankly appealed to the British government 
to co-operate in putting a stop to this wholesale 
violation of its statutes. What was the reply 
does not appear to have been made public, Evi-| 
dently it was not satisfactory. Then came a de-| 
cision of the United States Supreme court that it| 
was within the powers of the Washington author- | 
ities to refuse to allow any ship to touch at a| 
United States port while it had liquor aboard-—| 
even for the use of the passengers and crew. | 
That meant that British, French and other ships 
had to go dry or go out of the wet goods business 
French crews promptly threatened to refuse to, 
function unless they got their usual wine ration, | 
while British ships had to call at Halifax coming 
and going to and from United States ports and 
dump and reload their stocks of liquor. This, of 
course, involves delay, and gives United States 
ships the advantage of a day's sail in either di 
rection. Apparently there have been reactions 
in the capitals oversea, and protests to Washing- 
ton. Now the United States government offers 
to allow foreign ships to enter ports of that 
country with their liquor stocks under seal—pro- 
vided the United States enforcement officers are 
allowed to search any vessel suspected of oarry- 
ing a whisky cargo within twelve miles of the 
coast. In other words, the three-mile limit has! 
to be extended to twelve miles, for the purposes 
of the United States liquor law, or foreign ves-| 
sels will have to stay out of United States ports or 
come in without liquor stocks and stores. Wash- 
ington seems to have put the European govern- 
ments about where they belong. They must stop 
winking at the open defiance of the United States 
government within its own borders or take the| 
consequences of exclusion from the shipping 
trade of that country, 

Tk is in prospect that there will be negotiated 
a new international agreement governing the at- 
titude of one country toward its citizens who 
violate the laws of anothor. It is to be hoped 
that it will be made broad enough to make it th 
duty of Canadian authorities to prevent boot- 
leggers running cargoes into the United States, 
and to make it the duty of United States authori- 
ties to help round up the bandits who have been 
raiding Canadian banks in the prairie towns 
along the border.

CANADIAN CATTLE POPULAR.

Canadian cattie to Scotland since the lifting of the em- 
bargo, consiating of 628 head, arrived safely and were | 
sold on the Canadian cattle wharf, Dundee. Prominent | 
paople interested in the matter expressed Surprise at the 
phenomena! prices realized. The average price pér 
had was £32 6s. 64. the average per live hundred- 
welght (112 pounds) being 65s, 9d. 

So great was the demand for admission to the sale 
ring that the accommodation was taxed to the utmost 
a repetition of the interest displayed at Merklands 
Wharf, Glasszow, on April 5, when the first shipment 
was sold. The prices realized on that occasion were 
also excellent, but the Dundee sale made an average per 
live hundredweight additional of more than four 
shillings. 

While these prices appear to be excellent far those 
engaged in the trade, “it should not be forgotten.’ 
comments the Trade Commissioners, ‘that one of the 
principal reasons which induced the opening of the 
market to Canadian stores was the belief that beef 
would be reduced to the consumer by anything up to 
6d a pound. The above prices do not augur well for a

WHY NOT ALBERTA SUGAR? 


Winnipeg Tribune. 

The present shortage in the world’s sugar supply is 
forchbly driving home the fact that Canada i# dependent 
upon other countries for about nine-tenths of the sugar | 
she consumes. Only about one-tenth of our supply is| 
derived from Canadian grown sugar beets 

For some reason the beet sugar industry hes not 
advance in Canada as might have been expected. There 
are at present only three factories which manufacture 
beet sugar, all of which are in Ontario. The western | 
provinces appear to be little interested. From 1903 to | 
1914, when it went out of business, there was in opera- 
tion one factory at Raymond in Alberta. The cause of 
the non-success of this factory which might have creat- 


| 


by the owners, who stated in a general way that it was 
owing to the limited supply of beets and general want 
of co-operation with the farmers in growing. It was | 
afterwards ascertained that low production was due to |} 
the fact that beets were grown on the same land year 
after year instead of rotating with other crops. An ex- | 
pert who invostigated the question of the development 
of the beet sugar industry in Alberta in 1916 referred 
to the Raymond failure in these words; “I have reached 
the conclusion that alovenly farming and company 
agricultural mismanagement were vastly more to diame 
for crop failures than were either soil or climatic con- 
ditions.” 
Various government tests in Alberte warrant the 
assumption that beeta grown on @ commercial! scale 
under comprtent field aupervision and commercial! fac- 
tory handling can be developed into a successful indus- | 
try in the province. Capital, however will be required 
lt ha# been roughly estimated that @ sugar m!i! running 
for about 90 days with a capacity of 1.000 tons of beets 
a day , would cost about $1,000,000. Such @ mil! would

produce 11,000 tons of sugar, a littie over one-fifth of 
the annual consumption of the three prairie provinves. 

The development of the sugar beet industry, as a!l 
farmers know, means much more than the mere pro- 
duction of sugar, Beet tops and beet pulp make excel- 
lent stock food. In fact the live stock and dairying 
induatry run in conjunction with the culivation of beets 
for sugar purposes would, according to experts, double 
tho profits of the farmer who undertakes to combine 
them. 

The establishment of one or more of such factories 
in Alberta would not only give more employment and 
improve the condition of livestock farming, it would 
aiso help to make this country independent of “the 
financial interests’ who are alleged to be controlling
